New Drivers' License Laws 
Effective, Says Carpentier 

In a recent meeting of the Rock 
Island Rotary club, Secretary of 
State. Charles F," Carpentier pointed 
to the new Illinois Drivers Liccnie 
Act, ' the. new Illinois Securities 
Law and an extensive program of 
repair and rehabilitation of the Cap- 
ital . building as the major accom- 
plishments of his first nine months 
in office. 

1 Citing instances where the State 
was unable' to take 'action against 
dangerous drivers in the past be- 
cause it lacked the authority, Secre- 
tary Carpentier said: 



"Today, we have a new drivers 
license law which has already been 
praised, by traffic safety experts and 
motoV vehicle ' administrators from 
various other states. It gives 1 the 
State the control which had been 
so completely lacking before; . con- 
trol] oyer those few drivers who are 
a constant menace to everyone oh 
the -streets and highways," 

Since the' new law became effec- 
tive on July 1, more than 500 driv- 
ers' licenses have been revoked for 
conviction on charges of " drunken 
driving, Secretary Carpentier said. 

"We don't permit a drunk to run 
down a crowded city street firing a 
gun," he declared. "Why, then, 
should we permit a drunk to drive 
a 2,000 pound car, ' careening ' down 
the same street?" 

Mr. Carpentier outlined the pro- 
visions of the new Securities law,
